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I  have  lately  added  to  my  personal  collection  of  modern 
sculpture  a  small  bronze,  "The  Crucifixion,"  by  Doris 
Caesar.  I  have  lived  with  it  for  several  months,  and  it  has 
been  for  me  a  continuous  inspiration,  being  the  work  of 
a  gifted  and  able  sculptor  whose  sculptures  belong  to  all 
time.  In  this  small  bronze  is  expressed  the  monumental 
quality  of  the  Romanesque  sculptures,  and  at  the  same 
time,  the  feeling  of  a  modern  artist  of  deep  inner  religious 
feeling  and  superb  craftsmanship,  acquired  by  lifelong 
study  and  work  as  a  sculptor.
